SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


% 


The summer school in this district was in charge of Miss Cad- 
well, an experienced teacher, under whose care the school was 
progressing finely, but unfortunately was suddenlv brought to 
close. \ 

The winter term in charge of Miss Kimball. Was one of our 
best schools, giving satisfaction to parents ana scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The summer term in this district was in charge of Miss Parke, 
one of the most skillful teachers. She gained the respect of her 
scholars, as is evident from her report. She says that during 
the entire term there were but one or two cases of whispering, 
and no permissions to communicate granted, and no case of pun- 
ishment. We noticed some fine specimens of drawing, also 
marked progress in reading and arithmetic. 

‘The winter term was in charge of Miss Purmort, an exper- 
ienced teacher, under whose care the school was progressing 
finely, when it was suddenly brought to a close by the burning 
of the school-house. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


There was but one short term of school in this district. The 
teacher, Mrs. Sanborn, labored hard and the school made all 
the progress that could be expected in the time. A new school 
house is needed in this district. hs 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


There was but one term in this district. It was successfuly 
conducted by Mr. Story. 


DISTRICTS NO. 5 and 6. 


In these districts there has been no school. District No. 5 
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has. an old sheli of a house, unfit for school purposes, while No. 
6 has no school-house of any kind. These faults should be rem-- 
edied at once. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


This district has had two schools each term. ‘The primary 

department was in charge of Mrs. Sanborn, both summer and 
winter, who by labor and perseverance has succeeded far better 
than we had any right to expect, considering the number of 
small scholars attending that school. 
_ The summer term of the advanced department was in charge 
of Mi-s Harris, an experienced teacher, whose discipline both 
in the school room and out, was beneficial. Her labors were- 
successful. The school made good progress in all branches.
